television reporter: “I really think he was a kind 
of saint.” 

Matthew McCartney Douglass was born in 
Trinidad in 1926. He earned a BEng from McGill 
University in 1952, after which he worked in 
industry and public service. After teaching nine 
years at Howard University, he obtained a Master's 
degree in 1962 from George Washington 
University (D.C.), and a doctorate from Oklahoma 
State University in 1966. He joined Sir George 
Williams University soon afterwards. 

Professor Douglass was the first Chair of the 
Department of Civil Engineering, from 1968 to 
1972, and served a second term from 1982 to 
1989. 

His enthusiasm for teaching spilled over into his 
research interests, which included computer-based 
learning and computer-aided analysis. He also 
served as a consultant to the Department of Civil 
Engineering at the University of the West Indies. 

His life was rich in music, family and friends. 
He is survived by his wife Joyce; his children, 
Karen, Roy, Teri, Robin and Kimberley; and eight 
grandchildren.

Michael Hogben 
climbed mountains 
and tracked stars, 
and his hobbies 
mirrored the 
idealism and relish 
for challenge in his 
professional life. 

A professor of Chemistry, he crossed the 
artificial dividing-line between science and the 
arts to study the human impact of science. 

As President of the Concordia University 
Faculty Association (CUFA), he also took great 
satisfaction in one of the most frustrating areas of 
collective endeavour: the solving of labour 
grievances. 

Professor Hogben was born in Middlesex, 
England, in 1940 and came to Canada in 1962. 
He joined Loyola College in 1971. 

Throughout his career, he was ‘a people 
person,’ friendly, caring and deeply interested in 
how people are affected by their environment. 

Michael Hogben had been involved in the 
Concordia University Faculty Association for 
many years. He was CUFA Secretary in 1979- 
1980, Vice President in 1980-1981, and President 
in 1981-1982. 

His friend, Philosophy Professor Dennis 
O’Connor, described him as a source of joy as a 
companion, a man of great decency and 
principle, nurtured by a joyous family life with 
his wife, Margaret, and two sons, Mark and 
Keith.

Aaron Jaan Saber 
knew about the 
fragility of life. 
Born with a heart 
defect, he survived 
infancy thanks to 


his tenacious 





mother, and 
underwent open-heart surgery three times in 
adulthood. 

Ambitious, gifted and extraordinarily 
productive, the professor of Mechanical 
Engineering seemed to be everywhere, winning 
awards, research grants, industry appointments 
and consulting contracts. 

He was awarded a Bachelor of Applied Science 
with honours by the University of Toronto in 
1969, and went to Princeton to study rocket 
propulsion. He stayed on at Princeton as a 
researcher until 1975, when he came to Concordia. 

Over the years, he taught courses in many 
aspects of the field, including combustion, human 
factor engineering, organizational management, 
physical systems, thermodynamics, fluid 
mechanics and machine design. 

Early in his research career, Professor Saber, 46, 
worked with gases produced in coal combustion 
and in developing alternative fuels to coal. Later, 
he worked on solid propellant rocket motors, and 
became well known in the aerospace industry. 

He also conducted research into hazardous and 
toxic waste disposal and management. 

He is survived by his wife, Sara, and sons Noah 
and David.

“Very cool and calm — I'd never seen him 
angry in all the years I'd known him,” said Al- 
Khalili. “And he’s the only professor I know who 
always had lunch in the cafeteria with his 
students. He was there for everybody; his door 
was always open. You'd never know he was the 
boss.” 

Phoivos Ziogas died nearly one month after 
being shot. He had joined Concordia’s Faculty of 
Engineering and Computer Science as a lecturer 
in 1978, and became a full professor in 1986. He 
was made Chair of the Department of Electrical 
and Computer Engineering in 1989. 

Professor Ziogas, 48, earned his BSc, MSc and 
PhD in Electrical Engineering at the University of 
Toronto, graduating with his doctorate in 1979. 

At Concordia, he taught two courses every year, 
and was an active researcher in the field of power 
electronics. 

He was a fellow of the Institute of Electrical 
and Electronics Engineers, and editor of the IEEE 
Transactions of Industrial Electronics. 

Professor Ziogas is survived by his wife, Frances 
Auerbach, and sons Mischa and Ilia. 


IN MEMORIAM 


eanne Sauvé’s long and distinguished 
career was full of firsts: first woman 
elected to Canada’s House of Commons 
from Québec, first woman to be Speaker 
of the House, and first woman to be 
Governor-General. She was also Concordia’s 
first woman Chancellor. 

The present generation may identify her as 
an august personality who lent dignity and flair 
to largely ceremonial offices, 
but she first stood out as a 
student activist, pushing for 
the liberalization of her own 
society. 

Born in Saskatchewan, she 
attended the University of 
Ottawa and the Université de 
Paris, where she earned a 
Diploma in French Civilization. 

Back in Québec, she became 
national president of the 
Jeunesse Etudiante Catholique, 
and founded the Fédération des 
Mouvements de Jeunesse du 
Québec. In 1951, she served as assistant to the 
director of the youth section of UNESCO, in 
Paris. 

She returned to Canada in 1952 and began a 
career as a broadcast journalist which lasted 20 
years. In the 1960s, she moved beyond journalism 
to participate in public affairs, notably through her 
involvement in the Couchiching Conferences, 
which had a profound effect on reshaping the 
political life of Canada. She went on several cross- 
Canada lecture tours to explain the aspirations and 
concerns of Québecers to English-Canadians. 

In 1972, she was elected as a Liberal Member of 


Parliament and appointed by Prime Minister 





Pierre Trudeau as Minister of State for Science and 
Technology. She was the only woman in the 
cabinet. She also served as Environment Minister, 
and as Minister of Communications. In 1979, she 
was given cabinet responsibility for French- 
speaking countries in the Department of External 
Affairs. 

In 1980, Mme Sauvé was elected Speaker of the 
House by her fellow MPs. However, they 
presented her with one of the 
greatest challenges of her career, 
as she wrestled for four years 
with the complex and unfamiliar 
task of keeping peace in the 
often fractious parliament. 

One of her most lasting 
contributions as Speaker was the 
reform of numerous abuses in 
the administration of the House. 
Always tactful, Mme Sauvé was 
nevertheless doggedly persistent, 
convinced that the people of 
Canada deserved greater 
efficiency and accountability 
from their public servants. 

When she was named Governor-General by 
newly elected Prime Minister Brian Mulroney in 
December 1983, the choice was greeted with 
universal approval. 

Towards the end of her mandate, Mme Sauvé 
announced the establishment of the Jeanne Sauvé 
Youth Foundation. Fittingly for one whose career 
had begun with a student's passion for 
international affairs, her Foundation’s aim is to 
organize a permanent international youth forum. 

Jeanne Sauvé was appointed Chancellor of 
Concordia University October 1, 1992. She died 
January 26, 1993. She was 70. 
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n the past, writing a message for the annual 

report has been an uplifting experience, as 

I have had the opportunity to describe to 

you the achievements of members of our 

University. This year, of course, is different, 
as it unquestionably has been the most trying year 
in the relatively short history of Concordia 
University. Although members of our community 
have continued to strive to excel in their academic 
activities, the trauma of the August tragedy and 
the loss of our Chancellor have cast a shadow 
across our endeavours. The impact of these events 
has reached beyond the University and has 
touched people across the nation. 

Professors Matthew Douglass, Michael Hogben, 
Jaan Saber and Phoivos Ziogas embodied the 
essence of this University. Their dedication to their 
students and their pursuit of excellence set an 
example for us all. The senseless waste of these 
men and the traumatising of others, both directly 
and indirectly, has scarred our community. We will 
sorely miss their contributions to the University 
and to our lives. Consultations aimed at the 
establishment of a permanent memorial and of 
memorial scholarships to honour their memory 
have begun. 

This year also saw the loss of our Chancellor, the 
Right Honourable Jeanne Sauvé, after a lengthy 
battle with cancer. Madame Sauvé was admired for 
her integrity and service to community across the 
country and her death was a great loss, for 
Concordia, for Québec and for Canada. Coming 
so soon after her appointment, her death has 
deprived the University of the benefits of her 
experience, compassion and wisdom. 

Despite these tragedies, this year saw members 
of the University community achieve a variety of
